Today a great deal is heard 
about “academic freedom.” Any- 
thing that limits or curtails aca- 
, demic freedom, so-called, is sup- 
posed to be a bad thing. 

Recently one of the “new evan- 
gelical” scholars wrote an article 
which appeared in an eastern re- 
ligious magazine in which was

stated, “We may write out a 
strong creed, put it into the char- 
ter of the college in such a way 
it can never be changed and vigor- 
ously enforce it . but such a 
policy will inevitably lead to aca- 
demic mediocrity.” (Dr. Bernard 
Ramm, Author. Article title, “Can 
Christian Schools Find Their Way 
Out?” First published in Gordon 
Review and reprinted by permis- 
sion in Htermity Magazine, Sept., 
1960.) 

But, this is not necessarily a 
dilemma at all. It is entirely pos- 
sible for a thoroughgoing scholar 
also to have a strong creedal con- 
viction. Furthermore, it is entire- 
ly possible for an institution of 
higher learning to have a strong 
creedal position and to attract 
to itself faculty members who 
likewise have the same convictions 
and who are also outstanding 
scholars in their own fields. 

A creed is simply a compilation 
of doctrines which have been ar- 
ranged into an orderly system of 
truth as it is revealed in the 
Word of God. Some academicians 
talk much about academic free- 
dom, as though it will be neces-

Income Tax Gobbledegook 
The Dallas Morning News re- 

cently commented editorially about 
the present confusion regarding 
current income tax laws. The edi- 
torial observed: 


“Six New York newspaper writ- 
ers made six identical income-tax 
reports to six Internal Revenue 
Service experts. They were sim- 
ple reports, including only the 
items of salary and earnings from 
small savings accounts, amounting 
to a total of $8,821.44. But they 
received back from the experts 
four different estimates of income 
tax to be paid, varying from $7.05 
to $26.69. (The wonder is, not that 
they were so far apart, but so 
close together.) How far apart 
would they have been if they had 
been confronted with a really in- 
volved income tax return? Logical 
conclusion: No one can be certain 
that he is paying the right income 
tax, even if he goes to an expert 
to have it figured for him. 

“A corollary conclusion is that 
no one can tell certainly how 
much any person should pay as 
income tax. A further conclusion 
is that the levy on incomes, as it 
is actually paid, is a very inequit- 
able tax.

laugh at the same jokes, read 
the same books and enjoy the 
same kind of music. Sometimes we 
share financial burdens, or baby- 
sitting services, or even occasional- 
ly, advise. We feel free to discuss 
our opinions and theories on ab- 
solutely everything under the sun 
in the presence of each other. 
It all boils down to the fact that 
we have something in common:

Isn't it a wonderful thing to 
find someone with-whom you have 
something in common? I have sat 
in the waiting room of a doctor’s 
office with a dozen other women

Chapter 8 


THE EVANGELIST IN A PASTORATE 


“Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; 
veprove, rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering and doctrine. 
--- But watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, do the 
work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry.” 


—II Timothy 4:2, 5. 


“And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus Christ.” —Acts 5:42. 


In July, 1932, with less than $10 
in his pocket, John Rice went to 
the Oak Cliff section of Dallas to 
begin an open-air revival. Since 
he had no money, no building, no 
organization or backing, he was 
dependent entirely upon the great 
omnipotence of his gracious God. 
It proved more than sufficient! 
He found a vacant lot at Tenth 
and Crawford streets, used $5 of 
his money—over half of what he 
had—to pay for a week’s rent on 
it, then announced over the radio 
that at a certain time on a certain 
day he would meet on that lot 
any who would help him build 
benches for the revival. 


On the day they were scheduled 
to build the benches, enough mon- 
ey came in to buy a load of lum- 
ber; seats were built, and the 
meeting started. God’s merciful 
blessing was upon the movement 
from the start and three weeks 
later, after hundreds had been 
saved, a group met on July 31 
to organize the Fundamentalist 
Baptist Church of Oak Cliff. In 
the first 20 months, over 900 peo- 
ple united with the work. They 
built a huge brick tabernacle, 
90x146 feet, the largest auditorium 
in Oak Cliff, and paid for it all 
in cash. Rice remained pastor of 
the church for seven and one-half 
years. The membership grew dur- 
ing the time to some 1,700 and 
thousands of souls professed faith 
in Jesus Christ as their personal 
Saviour. 


The Fundamentalist Baptist 
Church was built strictly on the 
basis of “faith” and “cash.’”’ When 
the congregation, on April 15, 
1934, entered the auditorium of 
the great new tabernacle, every 
brick, every piece of steel, every 
piece of lumber and all other ma- 
terials had been paid for in cash. 
However, the building had a dirt 
floor, there were no doors or win- 
dows in the auditorium, and there 
were other evidences of unfinished 
labor. That did not trouble them 
during the long, hot summer 
months, but when the chilling 
winds of winter brought the famed 
Texas “blue northers,” it became 
vitally necessary to shut out the 
air. Funds were raised without 
difficulty to pay cash for the 119 
Windows and 14 doors. 

The pastor’s explanation to the 
publie was: “We had rather enter 
an auditorium with a dirt floor 
and with wunceiled rafters, for 
which we have paid in cash, than 
enter a fine, cathedral-like, plush- 
carpeted, mahogany-pewed, pipe- 
organed, stained-glass-windowed 
church mausoleum and be haunted 
and harried and burdened for 
years by a crushing debt. We be- 
lieve that our simple financial plan 
pleases God. He has made us hap- 
py in it and has. taken care of our 
needs. Thus no one can reproach 
the pastor as one who preaches for 


money, nor the chureh as only 
for the rich, nor speak of the 
building as belonging to unpaid 


creditors!”’ 

In the very first issue of THE 
Sworp OF THE LorpD he offered 
this further explanation of why 
they paid cash instead of building 
on credit. He wrote: 


There are two reasons for this 
cash policy. The first is that 
we believe it is a sin to have 
great and burdensome debts on 
church buildings, making neces- 
sary constant pressure for mon- 
ey and.a compromise with mon- 
eyed people in the effort to pay 
debts. Too many churches drive 

away the poor people because of 
their constant thought of money 
and drives to collect money. 
Pastors, teachers, and officers 
often feel compelled to think

and scheme more about rais- 
ing money than they do about 
winning souls. Thank God, that 
is not true in this church. 

The second reason for paying 
cash is that it is good business. 
We have gotten better prices on 
every item, because we bought 
for cash. Businessmen respect 
and ought to respect a church 
that pays cash. Debts are al- 
ways a very serious problem 
and sometimes they are positive- 
ly wicked. Very often, probably 
most of the time, debts are bad 
business, Therefore we pay cash 
for all materials and for all 
labor that we hire. 


issue of THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD carried a statement 
of faith for the Fundamentalist 
Baptist Church of Oak Cliff in 
Dallas, adopted on July 31, 1932, 
at its organization. That state- 
ment of faith will be found at the 
end of the book in Appendix B. 


Remember, too, that those were 
dreadful depression days—the mid- 
dle 30’s—and the great brick tab- 
ernacle at Tenth and Storey was 
a tremendous testimony to the 
sacrificial spirit of the humble 
congregation, many of them the 
poorest people in the city. Nor 
was the evidence of poverty con- 
fined to church and_ people. 
The pastor and his family “lived in 
a ramshackle house with cracks 
in the uncovered floors, with sec- 
ond-hand furniture, with broken 
wallpaper.” But the physical and 
material discomforts faded into in- 
Significance in the light of the 
tremendous'- spiritual blessings 
which God showed upon pastor 
and people. 

Perhaps if I give you some of 
the sermon subjects announced in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD—which 
saw its birth during the Dallas 
pastorate—it will help you get 
some idea as to the type of preach- 
ing which won thousands of souls 
and built that big church. For one 
thing, John Rice preached plain 
and hard against the sins of his 
day and city. Some of his rather 
sensational but appealing subjects 
were: “Dirt at the Dallas Fair’; 
“The Curse of God on Beer-Drink- 
ing and 3eer-Selling Dallas!” 
(billed as ‘“‘the plainest preaching 
you ever heard!’);: “Booze Gov- 
ernment, Saloon-Keeping Officers, 
Sixteen-Year-Old Barmaids, Drug- 
store Bootleggers”: “Wild Oats in 
Dallas: How Dallas People Sow 
Them and How ‘They Are 
Reaped”’; and “The Dance! Child 
of the Brothel, Sister of Gambling 
and Drunkenness, Mother of Lust 

Road to Hell!” 


He preached on subjects of great 
prophetic interest as the follow- 
ing sermon titles reveal: “The 
Four Horsemen of Revelation Six: 
Dictatorship, War, Famine, 
Death!”’; “‘The November 6 Elec- 
tion—Another Step Toward World 
Dictatorship, The Antichrist, and 
Christ’s Return”; “The Coming In- 
escapable World War That Will 
End the Present Civilization”; “A 
Wicked Government, A_ Great 
Tribulation, and Sudden Death to

Every Sinner Not Under the 
Blood”; “The Death of Huey 


Long” or “Share the Wealth Club, 
the Decay of Society, and’ the 
Coming of Communism in Ameri- 
ca”: and “Is Mussolini the Anti- 
christ?” 

He preached often on the home 
and the following titles are exam- 
ples of how plainly he did so: 
“Bobbed Hair, Cigarette-Sucking, 
Bridge-Playing Mothers: Beer- 
Drinking, Horse-Racing Dads: 
Ruined Homes, Penitentiary Chil- 
dren’; “Hell in Dallas Homes”;

and “Bobbed Hair, Working Wives, 
Birth Control, Unhappy Homes 
and Divorce.” 


He preached on subjects of vital 
publie interest which were making 
headlines at the time. Some of 
his themes were: “The Electrocu- 
tion of Ray Hamilton”; “Depres- 
sion, Hard Times, Unemployment, 
Relief Rolls, Strikes, Dust Storms, 
Floods—The Curse of Almighty 
God on Wicked America”; “Who 
Murdered Grady Self?’; “Heath- 
en Christmas in Pagan Dallas’: 
and “ ‘Mistakes’ in the Bible.” 


He preached on revival and pre- 
sented strong evangelistic sermons 
as the following subjects indicate: 
“An Old-Fashioned, Fire-From- 
Heaven, Sin-Convicting, Soul- 
Saving, Home-Righting, Holy 
Ghost Revival—The Kind We 


Need and How to Have it”: “Com- 
pany for Supper and Not a 
Bite in the House”: “How 


the World’s Greatest Heavyweight 
Champion Lost His Title Because 
of a Woman”: “The Blood of 
Christ, Scorned by Southern Bap- 
tist Convention Infidels, Insulted 
by the Denominational Leaders, 
but the Only Hope for Sinners’; 
“Filling Stations on the Highway 
to Hell”; “The Blood on the Door, 
Sudden Death at Midnight, How 
to Escape the Plague’; and “The 
Man Who Went to Heaven With- 
out Baptism, Without Joining a 
Church, Without a Mourner’s 
Bench, Without Even Living a 
Good Life.” 

Some of the experiences of that 
time are mighty sweet to remem- 
ber. For example, when the young 
church was just getting started, 
the sacrificial pastor’s only means 
of transportation was a beat-up 
old Dodge which was. getting 
mighty close to the end of its 
once useful life. After several 
weeks of pushing the car down- 
hill repeatedly to start it, once 
almost missing his radio broad- 
cast because it would not run— 
plus the continual chagrin of hav- 
ing wife, daughters and secre- 
taries pushing the car down the 
street to get it started—it was 
impressed on him that he ought 
to ask God for a new car. Two 
nights later he went to the big 
Fry Furniture Building for the 
midweek services. As soon as he 
stepped into the pulpit to teach 
the Scripture, a representative of 
the poverty-stricken congregation 
stepped up and handed him some 
papers and some keys. Out in 
front of the building a brand new 
four-door Chevrolet sedan was 
parked and the spokesman for 
the people, Mr. Bud Reeves, told 
him the keys, warranty and title 
were a gift from the men in the 
church. They had known nothing 
of his prayer and he had known 
nothing of their plan. When he 
went home that night he said to 
his wife, “If I had known God 
was as willing as that to give me 
an automobile, I would not have 
been pushing that old wreck up 
and down these hills day after day 
trying to get it started!” 

It was during the Dallas pas- 
torate, also, that he received one 
of his most thrilling answers to 
prayer. Although it did not have 
to do directly with his pastorate, 
because it happened during those 
days I feel I should include it in 
this chapter. He describes the 
background and the incident in his 
book, Prayer—Asking cnd Recew- 
mg. He says: 


How the Lord’s work prospers 
when we go to God with big re- 
quests! One case I shall never 
forget when God gave a wonder- 
ful answer to my prayer, un- 
worthy and unbelieving as I am. 
In 1938, I believe, I was called 
to a city in a midwestern state 
for a revival campaign. After 
much urging, I felt led to go 
and expected great things from 
word I had received. But lo, 
when T arrived, I found there 
had been no money to advertise 
the meetings, few knew about 
my coming, and besides, I was 
unknown. A crowd of not more 
than fifty, I judge, met me the 
first service. I had premised 
to stay about ten days, includ- 
ing one Sunday, away from my 
work in Dallas, my radio pro- 
gram, and my paper. 


Crowds grew slowly; a few

Often before a day was over the 
helper had trusted Jesus, and 
when he went home he was a new 
person. 

I guess all the people who visit 
the Powell's place at their state 
fair go away with good candy, but 
a good many go away with some- 
thing much better and 
lasting—-salvation. 

This week I got a letter from 
Damon's mother and this is what 
she told me: About Thanksgiving 
Damon seemed sick and they 
called a doctor.

Fundamental Christianity holds 
a unique and positive position in 
the world today, and criticism of 
it should not tend to destroy it 
but bring it into better focus. This 
should be the attitude of those 
who pretend to defend and define 
its character. The criticisms which 
have been leveled against it re- 
cently, not by an outside hostile 
world, but from pretended friends 
within the camp, must be met on 
their own grounds and credited 
with such merits or demerits as 
they deserve. In this treatment 
we aim to move with vigilance and 
not with belligerence. 


We use the term “fundamental 
Christianity” to differentiate it 
from the many brands of so-called 
Christianity. Although the term is 
of recent origin, yet it has his- 
torical significance of its own. The 
particular term, then, needs to 
be understood only as it is used 
in this article. 


Two Other Groups Seek World 
Mastery: Romanism and 
Communism 


In the definition of our subject 
it is necessary that we make our 
observations with an understand- 
ing of its relation to the total con- 
cept of life, but especially to pre- 
vailing movements which shape 
the course of history, whether it 
be that of the individual or the 
group. But, however much we try, 
we cannot classify them all, so we 
must confine ourselves first of all 
to those which seem to have the 
most world significance. When do- 
ing this we come to grips at once 
with two world groups which are 
completely at odds with our posi- 
tion and are at odds with each 
other, but which are, in some mea- 
sure, of universal stature. We have 
reference to Roman Catholicism 
on the one hand and Marxian 
communism on the other. 


Roman Catholicism, though 
designated as Christian, is some- 
thing quite different from Bible 
or fundamental Christianity. It 
finds its teaching in the traditions 
of the church and its authority in 
the encyclicals of the hierarchy. 
The fact that it also claims the 
authority of the Scriptures is not 
to be taken seriously since they 
are not to be understood outside 
of the interpretation of the hier- 
archy. Its tenets designate the 
Roman Church as the only true 
church and that it has the right 
to require all men everywhere to 
adhere to it, and that failure to 
do so gives it license to mete out 
whatever punishment of any se- 
verity to bring about compliance. 


The Inquisition of the sixteenth 
century and other centuries under 
the direction of the Jesuia Order 
were the extreme manifestations 
of this tenet, and of these ex- 
tremes and cruelties she has never 
repented. While it is true that the 
dissipation of its civil powers has 
brought it into a minority status 
in most countries, it has never for 
one moment relaxed its effort to 
bring the nations and the world 
under its total dominance. It is, 
then, a world power of sorts to be 
reckoned with. 

Communism, as originated by 
Karl Marx and Friederick Engels 
and finally brought into full frui- 
tion in the Soviet system, finds 
its authority in the Communist 
Manifesto and has as its aim the 
conquest of the whole world. Its 
principles of justice are deter- 
mined not by a religious hierarchy

but by the expediences of the 
Communist State. Its announced 
objective is the conquest of the 
whole world for communism. 


While its source of authority and 
its belief regarding God is quite 
the opposite of that of Rome, its 
objective in conquest and _ the 
methods of achieving them are the 
same. Now this is a serious in- 
dictment, but the evidence is ir- 
refutable. 


Fundamental Christianity stands 
at the other corner of the triangle. 
Its authority is solely in the Word 
of God. For the present its goal 
is the conquest and the transfor- 
mation of the individual, and its 
method is to translate the love 
of God to man by personal testi- 
mony, and no violenec either by 
an individual or by the State is 
justifiable. But it does have a 
goal of world conquest, not by 
the usurpation of civil power and 
force, but by the anticipated com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ to 
reign as King of kings and Lord 
of lords. 

These three bodies all have 
goals of world conquest. Christian- 
ity was the first to announce its 
goal. Its approach to the whole 
process of how this conquest is 
to be brought about is unique. It 
is here that fundamental Chris- 
tianity speaks with authority and 
with clarity. It has a world view; 
it holds to a positive position. 


Only Fundamental Christiani- 
ty Can Meet These Forces 
Both Roman Catholicism and 

Communism hold to dogmatic 
tenets which are irrevocable, un- 
compromising, and absolutely 
binding upon their adherents. No 
other force without similar posi- 
tiveness can stand up to them, 
and none other fills that specifi- 
cation but fundamental Christiani- 
ty. 

But why fundamental Chris- 
tianity? Why not evangelical or 
liberal or neo-orthodox Christiani- 
ty? For very good reasons, and 
these reasons are given here. 

Fundamental Christianity rests 
upon those scriptural doctrines 
without which it would be impos- 
sible to have the biblical concept 
of salvation and the divine knowl- 
edge to carry on successful world 
evangelization. 

The fundamentalist movement, 
which so often is the butt of ridi- 
cule, has never Been an organiza- 
tion in a church or denominational 
sense, The fact that there was an 


viganization known as The World 
Fundamental Association, organ- 
ized in 1918, and that some 
. call themselves funda- 

ental as a denominational desig- 
nation is somewhat besides the 
point here. The essence of funda- 
mentalism is in the Bible truth 
outlined by the Christian leaders 
of many denominations in the Ni- 
agra group which set forth its 
twenty one points, or with empha- 
sis its five points, in 1895, or the 
nine points set forth by the World 
Conference on Christian Funda- 
mentals in Philadelphia in 1918 
and 1919. 


In the years that followed cer- 
tain Christian leaders formed a 
movement to propagate and to 
defend these doctrines within the 
framework of existing denomina- 
tions. The fundamentalist move- 
ment was not the creator of these 
doctrinal statements but it was 
designated to give them meaning 
in the Christian system. As a 
movement its éxponents contended 
that it was necessary not only to 
contend for these doctrines but al- 
so to expose heresy on the one 
hand and to warn against com- 
promise with heresy on the oth- 
er. It is in the area of these last 
two points just indicated that 
much of the controversy of the 
present finds its source. The who, 
the why, and the how of contend- 
ing for the faith, rebuking sin and 
exposing heresy, and warning 
against compromise with it are 
the points under constant consid- 
eration. For an evaluation of these 
declarations we need but look to 
their source books, THE FUNDA- 
MENTALS. The men who wrote 
these books stood on solid ground. 


We summarize these definitions 
by saying that FUNDAMENTAL- 
ISM IS BIBLICAL ORTHODOXY 
QUITE APART FROM HIER- 
ARCHICAL OR SECTARIAN 
LOPSIDEDNESS OR TRADI- 
TIONAL INGREDIENTS. This is 
no narrow view, no “Biblicist” cre- 
ation, but the agreement on es- 
sentials of Christianity of thou- 
sands of people of many denomi- 
nations, schools, and periodicals 
thinking in the best Christian 
terms. Here Christianity comes to 
terms with itself. 


Evangelical processes have been 
in operation since the beginning 
of the church. In apostolic times 
and in its early history there was 
much evangelical strength within 
the established body. Later this 
evangelicalism was isolated to the 
smaller and independent groups. 
During the Reformation a new 
surge of evangelicalism swept over 
the civilized world. The message 
of many of the evangelicals dealt 
with the source of salvation on the 
one hand and it was a protest 
against Rome on the other, but 
still with one hand on the Roman 
system, except for the Anabap- 
tists, the Waldenses, and several 
smaller groups. These were com- 
pletely free from Romanism. 

There were among the pioneers 
of evangelicalism the Waldensées, 
the Anabaptists, the Lutherans, 
the Zwinglians, the Calvinists, the 
Mennonites, and others. 

It is true that all these agreed 
on several points of doctrine and 
on some points of church polity, 
but there was still a great deal of 
disagreement among them. This 
disagreement became very de- 
structive. We even shy away from 
reading the biographies of Luther 
and Calvin and others where we 
find some of them willing to con- 
sign evangelical Christians who did 
not agree with them to the stake. 
As much as we admire John Calvin 
for his peerless leadership in the 
Reformation and the great con- 
tribution he has made to theology 
in particular, there is probably no 
one who would go along with him 
all the way today, especially in 
the matter of forced discipline. 

There was a measure of com- 
ing together of the evangelicals in 
1846 when the World’s Evangelical 
Alliance met and issued their 
statement of faith as follows: 


(a) The divine. inspiration, au- 
thority, and sufficiency of the

The right and duty of private 
judgment in the interpretation 
of the Holy Scriptures 
The unity of the Godhead and

Dr. Chester Tulga commenting 
on the above statement points out 
that The Confession of Faith was 
“scriptural, protestant, and epi- 
tomized the fundamental doctrines 
of Christianity; it limited member- 
ship in the Alliance to those who 
adhered to these doctrines, thus 
excluding some doctrinal positions 
which would not exclude groups 
today from the broader National 
Association of Evangelicals.” Dr. 
Tulga says further, “True evan- 
gelicals belive in a fixed body of 
truth.” Here we find evangelical- 
ism on a high and holy note, but 
it did not remain there, and that 
is why fundamentalism came on 
the scene. Actually, fundamental- 
ism is Bible evangelicalism. 


Liberalism 

Today no worthwhile evalua- 
tion of the trends in religion would 
be possible without an understand- 
ing of current liberalism. It is 
impossible to give an adequate 
definition here, but certain salient 
facts must be pointed out. Unlike 
the creeds of orthodoxy, liberal- 
ism is not a fixed positfon, but 
rather a rejection of accepted or- 
ders. Says Mr. L. T. Hobhouse in 
his book, Introduction to Liberal- 
ism, ““The modern state is the dis- 
tinctive product of a unique civi- 
lization. But it is a product which 
is still in the making, and a part 
of the process is a struggle be- 
tween new and old principles of 
social order.’’ Then he shows that 
liberalism never moves towards a 
positive position, although it con- 
tinuously moves away from the 
old. 


In a further explanation, Profes- 
sor Richard M. Weaver of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has this to say: 
“If Liberalism stemmed out of 
some deeply anchored and coher- 
ent philosophy of life, if it ex- 
pressed some compelling vision of 
existence, we might not apply the 
term of complacency to its habits 
of mind. 


“But with its noncommittal at- 
titude towards ali the positive is- 
sues of life, it cannot rise to the 
dignity of a philosophy which 
might unify an epoch and provide 
ground for constructive creations. 

“With its lack of attachment to 
anything save its own relativism 
and tentative success, it cannot 
manage, WITH ALL ITS THOU- 
SAND TONGUES, anything bet- 
ter than the superficial and often 
contradictory observations about 
its own chaotic world.” (Caps my 
own.) 


This method, that is, speaking 
with a thousand tongues and look- 
ing in as many directions at the 
same time, is typical in many 
areas of religion. Just now it 
seems to have effected many who 
once held to positive convictions. 
It is not a philosophy in a real 
sense, but it is a thought pattern. 
Mr. Weaver continues: “One of 
the chief directives of Liberalism 
is to deny the existence of either- 
or choices. This is why the liberal 
ends up ‘in the middle of the road.’ 
A desire to squeeze in between 
two contradictories leads to a 
breaking down of the very cate- 
gories by which men think.” It is 
in the light of the above observa- 
tions that we need to study the 
character of every movement in 
religion today. 


A Bible Gospel or a Social - 
Gospel 


Reference is constantly made to 
the contention that fundamental- 
ism, instead of proclaiming a re- 
demptive social gospel for the 
present, relies wholly on the con- 
summation of this at the second 
coming of Christ. Now, this is the 
fundamentalist view and for very 
good reasons; but even so it prob- 
ably has more redemptive social 


view than libera.usiu nas to offer 
with its view. 

There are in the world two ways 
of dissolving the social ills of man- 
kind. One is by the establishment 
of a new order of society by Jesus 
Christ, which according to the 
Scriptures will be at the Second 
Coming; and the other, and the 
only alternative, if Christ does not 
come, is for man to build his own 
new social order. This is precisely 
what the world is about doing as 
well as it can today. 


Ideologies, movements, and doc- 
trines have terminal points. As 
the Christian doctrine has. the 
Second Coming as a_ terminal 
point for the dissolution of its so- 
cial problems, so a humanistic 
ideology has its terminus in so- 
cialism. It cannot -have it any- 
where else. And paradoxically, in- 
stead of freeing man it involves 
him more as first he moves to the 
commune and then to the state 
where the solutions of his prob- 
lems are impossible in any form. 
Since éocialism does not look to 
the second coming of Christ for 
the implementation of its ideals, it 
must of necessity look to the only 
alternative, A MAN MADE SO- 
CIAL ORDER, which logically 
ends in communism. 


It is precisely for this reason 
that a large number of clergymen 
in our country have turned so 
devoutly to socialism and also, as 
it is authentically reported, to 
communism. So widespread is this 
condition that communism among 
the clergy is one of America’s 
greatest threats. This socialistic 
tendency does not come out of Ro- 
man Catholicism nor out of funda- 
mentalism but out of liberalism, 
and liberalism comes out of a 
loose evangelicalism. This is not 
strange at all. The human mind, 
when it turns away from God, 
must of necessity turn to man. 


The New Evangelicalism 

Dr. Carl Henry, editor of Chris- 
tuanity Today, has written a book, 
THE UNEASY CONSCIENCE OF 
THE MODERN FUNDAMEN- 
TALIST, 1947, which may well be 
designated as THE BOOK OF 
GENESIS of the new evangelical- 
ism. It would seem that Dr. Hen- 
ry set out to give fundamental- 
ism a new dimension, which it 
sorely needs, but unwittingly ends 
up by giving it a new context, 
which it does not need. 


In his book Dr. Henry comes to 
grips with the inconsistencies of 
some fundamentalists. The Bible 
doctrines of fundamentalism he 
staunchly supports, but the char- 
acter of the movement he con- 
stantly brings into question, and 
this is his main accomplishment 
in the book. He makes a number 
of rather specific suggestions as 
to what the movement should do 
to fulfill its purpose, but they are 
not very strong, and they are not 
basic. 

Ten years later, in an editorial 
on “Evangelicals and Fundamen- 
tals” (Sept. 16, 1957) in Christiani- 
ty Today, he is somewhat more 
specific when he says: “The term

In the Crucible

fundamentalism does not possess 
biblical background nor has it 
gained the rich and well defined 
content that history has endowed 
on evangelicalism.”’ And again, 
“Because fundamentalism cannot 
be biblically defined, it cannot au- 
thoritatively define what is funda- 
mental to Christianity.” In con- 
trast to fundamentalism, evangeli- 
calism has these advantages, he 
says: “In the midst of theological 
confusion evangelicals have a 
wonderful opportunity to live up 
to the scriptural and historical 
content of their name and pro- 
claim the counsel of God.” Of 
course, this is not the total con- 
tent of his argument, but it epi- 
tomizes his polemics. 


Does Dr. Henry not know how 
confused the whole evangelical 
camp is today with every sort of 
fish and fowl in it? Was not a 
loose and undefined evangelicalism 
the breeding place for modernism, 
liberalism, socialism, and many of 
the other off center cults?. Surely 
they did not come out of funda- 
mentalism, nar did they come out 
of Romanism. When fundamental- 
ism was born it had to deal with 
the corruption which had come 
into evangelicalism. Shall we go 
back to it? 

When Dr. Edward John Carnell 
proceeds to demote fundamental- 
ism he mainly follows Dr. Henry, 
as do most of the new evangell- 
cals, only he goes farther in his 
denouncements. The pronounce- 
ments of the new evangelicals are 
more negative than positive, more 
critical than constructive. This is 
one of its weaknesses. 

Dr. Vernon Ground, president of 
the Conservative Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary of Denvér, who 
gométimes reflects Dr. Henry’s 
ideas, enters into a discussion on 
the subject of “Fundamentalism 
and Evangelicalism” in. one. of his 
recent releases. In the opening sec- 
tion of his article he says: “My 
purpose in this study is to examine 


these smoke-shrouded terms in an 
attempt to show their historical 
background, their original signifi- 
cance, and their possible useful- 
ness at the present time.” Refer- 
ring to the terms fundamentalism 
and evangelicalism he asks the 
questions: “Are they legitimate 
labels for Biblical orthodoxy, or 
is either of them an illicit libel— 
or are both perhaps?” 


He then goes on to examine the 
character of the fundamentalist 
movement and takes his position 
with its founders saying, ‘Thus, 
reading The Fundamentals today, 
I am proud of this wide-awake 
apologetic for Biblical orthodoxy. 
No Christian need be ashamed to 
stand in the shadow of 
giants who with dedicated erudi- 
tion bore witness to their faith in 
our Lord Jesus. If this is funda- 
mentalism, then count me in. I too 
am a fundamentalist.” 

Dr. Grounds also looks to the 
debit side of fundamentalism by 
pointing out that: “Its ranks were 
gradually infiltrated by extrem- 
ists, cultists, and eccentrics 
pathological Christians who were 
really off center. More and more, 
as was perhaps inevitable, it at- 
tracted the unbalanced sensation- 
alist; the fanatical healer, the emo- 
tional holy-roller, the rabid ego- 
maniac, the hate mongering anti- 
semite, and the uninformed poseur 
who immodestly pretended to pos- 
sess knowledge in fields where he 
was less than an amateur.” Then 
he continues at some length with 
similar descriptives but ends on 
a somewhat different note: “In 
saying these things let me stress 
that I am referring to what has 
been very fortunately a thin seg- 
ment of fundamentalism. But very 
unfortunately this thin segment 
has been extremely vocal, and a 
few drops of dye tinctures a whole 
tubful of linen.” 


Fundamental Christianity is like 
a great river with purifying quali- 


‘ties in its stream. If Dr. Grounds 


were sailing down such a literal 
river and he saw an Indian on its 
bank in a War dance and here and 
there spilling. some of his war 
paint into the river, or sometimes 
dipping his feet into its water, he 
would not think that this would

these 
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world. Perhaps we can say it 
truly. But let us have a care, 
“Lest we forget.” The amazing 
thing to me is that so many 
who havé good sense in many 
othér ways think we can get along 
without the house of God. But 
to throw up skySscraping buildings, 
to create navies and standing 
armies, and to close temple doors 
is the surest way to defeat the 
nation’s gréatest need.” 

The bankers and the business 
men of this country pay Roger 
Babson a million dollars a year 
to tell them, from month to 
month, just what is the best thing 
for business. And he is worth it. 
But under the circunistances I 
think I Would take’ His advice or 
stop his “salary.” He gives us 
some startling figures about the 
decline in the value of real estate 
if. the churches should be closed 
and the preachérs go out of busi- 
ness, and then he says: 


“For the sake of business, for 
our own sakes, for our children’s 
sakes, for the nation’s sake, let 
us businessmen get behind the 
churches and their preachers. The 
safety of all we have is due to 


TINCTURE the whole river. Nor 
would he blame the river for the 
Indian. 


Dr. Grounds in the paragraph 
quoted has given reason for his 
critical attitude towards funda- 
mentalism and for classifying it 
as an off color movement. We be- 
lieve that this is unfortunate for 
he is a good scholar and deserves 
better at his own hands. What he 
has done is to label a body of 
truth, a body of truth to which he 
is unreservedly committed, and a 
movement which is its vocal agent, 
to be relegated to a low view. 

From here on Dr. Grounds pre- 
sents the case for evangelicalism., 
showing how it, not fundamental- 
ism, might be the more appropri- 
ate movement to speak for ortho- 
dox Christianity. But he merely 
argues the case. His conclusion is 
that evangelicalism too has its 
faults. 


If it is true, and we agree that 
it is, that fundamentalism has had 


to contend with undesirable ele- 
ments, then it is certainly true 
that evangelicalism has been 


plagued with even more of the 
same kind, only the variety of off 
color elements in evangelicalism 
is sO much greater and so much 
more destructive than anything 
fundamentalism has had to con- 
tend with. 


Dr. Grounds is sufficiently clear 
in his discussion that evangelical- 
ism does not meet the need of 
orthodoxy any. more than does 
what he terms modern fundamen- 
talism. In this space we can quote 
only one more paragraph from his 
pen: “This forces me to conclude,” 
he says, “that evangelicalism as 
a synonym for mainstream ortho- 
doxy labors under certain grave 
handicaps even as the term fun- 
damentalism does. Call yourself a 
fundamentalist and you may be 
lumped with extremists on the 
right! Call yourself an evangeli- 
cal and you may be swept into the 
limbo of liberalism on the left! If 
fundamentalism needs to have its 
face lifted, evangelicalism needs 
to be decontaminated! So the stra- 
tegic value of one term as over 
against the other is certainly de- 
batable.”’ 

This may be a long way around 
to make a point, but whatever 
we say here is in the light of the 
facts we have presented, Funda- 
mental Bible Christianity is built 
on a positive position, beth on 
what it is for and what it is 
against, and there is no other logi- 
cal position for a Christian. It is 
the same with or without a 
MOVEMENT, and it does not de- 
pend upon a mentality of negation 
or defense. It points out what doc- 
trines are believed by Bible Chris- 
tians and what the Christians’ ob- 
ligations before the world are as 
to belief, exposing of heresy, and 
tolerance and compromise. 

While the new evangelicals, gen- 
erally, have not been concerned 


‘with the points of doctrine, the 


question of exposing heresy or the 
question of tolerance has come 
under specific consideration. Many 
examples could be given, but that 
is impossible here. 
Fundamentalism has its prob- 
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the churches. By all that we hold 
dear, let us from this very day 
give more time, more money and 
thought to the churches of our 
city, for upon these the value of 
all we own ultimately depends.” 


And yet the only way you can 
get some men inside the house of 
God is to wait till they are dead 
and carry them in for the funeral. 
But it doesn’t seem right to take 
advantage of a dead man like 
that when you wouldn’t drag him 
inside while alive with a twenty- 
mule borax team. And .one of 
the big reaSors why some men 
don’t go to church is because 
they haven’t business sense enough 
to do it. 

It was closing the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and forgetting 
God that robbed Israel of her 
Song. And if the song has gone out 
of your life, it is exactly for the 
same reason—the temple of your 
manhood and your womanhood 
has been closed against its rightful 
Lord. Of course, you didn’t close 
the door with a slam. You would 
Mot, of course, be rude to your 
Lord. You just neglected to read 
your Bible; prayer became _ too 
much of a task: the house of 
God began to lose its attraction, 
and. the old pleasures began to 
fascinate you, and without ac- 
tually saying, “These be your god, 
© Israel,” you gave yourself to 
them and closed the door of your 
life against your God. 

And no wonder the song is gone 
and conscience points its accusing 
finger in your face, 


How Israel Recovered the 
Song of the Lord 

How can we get the song back? 
And how ean-we get the Chris- 
tian” experience that is buoyant 
and free? Well, look at the verse 
out ef which we have taken our 
text. It says, “And when the 
burnt-offering began, the song of 
the Lord began also.’ The time 
came when King Ahaz had to 
die. He had been so vicious and 
wicked that the people loathed 
him; they refused him a sepulchre 
among the kings of Israel, so he 
had to sleep in a dishonored grave. 

And Hezekiah, his son, became 
king. He was one of the noblest 
princes that ever adorned the 
throne of David. He had every- 
thing against him on his father’s 
side. But no one has to be bad 
because he has been brought up 
under bad influences. And we have 
every reason to believe. that 
Abijah, his mother, the daughter 
of Zechariah, was a good woman; 
and no doubt in the midst of the 
profligacy and idolatry of het 
wicked husband’s reign she took 
the infant lad under her special 
control and inspired him for the 
noble part he was to play when 
he took the throne of his father. 

Next to His own Son, the best 
gift God ever gave to this world is 
a good, sensible, praying, Christian 


mother. If we had more mothers 
like that and fewer of the be- 
powder fashion plates we have 
today, we would find more 
Hezekiahs among the youth of 
the land. 


The most useless thing in this* 
world is a woman who lives mere- 


ly for dress and social function. 
I saw a woman on the train a 
short while ago with her face 
all benameled, her hair all per- 


oxided and artificially colored, and 
bobbed at that, and I'll miss my 
guess if she was a day—ainder 
eighty. I saw her in the face. You 
know sometimes in these days 
when you look from the rear you 
can't tell whether she is a daugh- 
ter of fourteen or a Daughter of 
the Revolution. But I was looking 


at a corpse; for the Word of God. 
Says such women are dead, even 
while they think they are finding 
life 

Lionel Fletcher said at thé 
Winona Bible Conference last year, 
“There is nothing more beautiful 
than the beauty of old age when 
it is entered upon gracefully and 
in the Spirit of Christ, but there 
is nothing more ghastly than a 
painted-up human being trying to 
make the world believe she is 
young—trying to dodge her old 
age.” 

And then he told us about his 
own dear old mother. She had 
seven boys and she never went 
to bed until all were in at nighft 
Each night she prayed with them 
when they were young. She used 
to go round the circle and put he? 
hand on each head as she prayed 
He said she never prayed fof 
them to be rich, or to be clever, 
but she used to pray, “O God 
make this boy a preacher of the 
Gospel.”’ So she prayed with each 
of her sons, and all seven of them 
became preachers. A million times 


better that than to forget the 
building of character, and to reach 
out after social function, and 
wealth, and pleasure, and the 


things this world can give you. 

The first thine Hezekiah did 
when he came to the throne was 
to open the doors of the templé 
and start again the worship of 
Jehovah. He brought the priests 
and the Levites together and told 
them first to sanctify themselves, 
for they had been chosen to stand 
before the Lord and to ministe? 
unto the people. And then he told 
them to cleanse the temple, to 
carry forth the filthiness out of 
the holy place, and to restore the 
vessels of the Lord. And when 
this was done, he commanded the 
burnt-offering to be made upon 
the altar. “And when the burnt- 
offering began, the song of the 
Lord began also,” and “they sang 
praises with gladness and they 
bowed their heads and wor. 
shipped.”

formed into mere worldlings, if

Individual Christians: How to 
Get Back the Joy of 
the Lord 


And now for the individual and 
the meaning of the text for him. 


1. The temple was opened. Do 
we need to be reminded again that 
every child:of God is a temple of 
the Holy Ghost? And if the song 
is gone, are you willing to open 
up your lifé to the will of God 
again today to get it back? 

Have you been singing, “Where 
is the joy which once I knew, 
when first I found/ the Lord?” 
Listen! I will tell you where it is. 
It is back there, just where you 
left it. It is back there where you 
forsook the house of God for the 
movies on prayer meeting night 
—back there where you com- 
menced to gossip and lie about 
your neighbor—back there where 
you decided to play golf and do 
altogether as you pleased on the 
Lord's Day—back there where you 
took up the cards and the dance 
and the wine glass. It is back 
there where you said “Good-by” 
to God. Go back and get right at 
that point, and the song of the 
Lord will begin again in your soul.

I have heard Dr. F. B. Meyer 
tell of the night when he knelt by 
his bed and resolved that he would 
not sleep until he had given him- 
self completely to God. And he 
said, “It seemed as though- Jesus 
was by my side, and as if I took 
from my pocket a large bunch of 
keys, and from that bunch I took 
one tiny key, which I kept, and 
then offered Jesus the bunch and 
said, ‘Here are the keys of my 
life!’ And He looked at me sadly 
and said, ‘Are they all here?’ ‘All 
but one tiny one,’ I said. ‘It be- 
longs to a small cupboard and 
really it cannot amount to any- 
thing.’ 

“And He said, ‘If you cannot 
trust me with everything, you ean- 
not trust me with anything.’ ” 

And said Dr. Meyer, “It seemed 
as though I could not give it up, 
but I said, ‘Lord, I am willing 
to have You come and take it.’” 
And said he, “It was as I ex- 
pected; He came and, as it were, 
opened the fingers of my hand 
and took the key from me. Then 
He went straight to that cup- 
board, unlocked and opened it, 
and saw there a thing that I 
loved, but a thing that was ter- 
rible and hideous. And he said, 
“This, too, must go out; you must 


never go this way again.’” And 
said Dr. Meyer, “I yielded; and 
instantly I began to hate the 
thing, and I said, ‘O God, from 


this night do with my life as Thou 
wilt.’”” And the song of the Lord 
began, and there came to him 
peace and power, and you know 
what the Lord has done through 
this mighty man of God. 


3. And then they vestored the 
holy vessels that had been taken 
away. And there are things that 
need to be restored if the song of 
the Lord is to begin. 

What about the place of* this 
book, the Bible, in your life? If 
it lies dusty on the shelf, then no 
wonder the life is barren, because 
the spirit has been starved. But 
if you can say with the prophet, 
“Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them,” you can also say with 
him, “And thy Word was unto me 
the joy and rejoicing of my heart.” 

What about prayer? That is an- 
other vessel that needs to be re- 
stored. You allowed the Devil to 
persuade you that you could get 
along with a little less bending 
of the knees, because God under- 
stands your spirit anyhow; and 
you know the price you've paid 
because of your neglect.

sary for one throughout his life 
constantly to be changing his 
views, ideas, notions, and éven his 
convictions in order to be con- 
sidered a first-rate scholar. But 
the Word of God has some very 
clear things to say about indi- 
viduals of this type: “Ever learn- 
ing and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth” (II Tim- 
othy 3:7). 

A scholar is looking for truth. 
The scholar who has found truth 
in the Person of the Lord Jesus 
Christ need not look further, for 
He is “the way, the truth, and the 
life” (John 14:6). “And ye shall 
krniow the truth and the truth shall 
set yout ffee . If the Son 
therefore shall make you free, ye 
shall be free indeed” (John 8:32- 
36). A scholar then discovers that 
all other learning either points to 
or stems from the Person of Jesus 
Christ who is God, the second Per- 
son of the Trinity. 


Thoroughgoing scholarship is to 
be commended and respected. But 
there is a vast difference between 
such scholarship and the irrespon- 
sible excursions into one’s mental 
aberrations which lead only. to 
high-sounding ideas couched in 
multi-syllabic words which may or 
may not mean a thing to the read- 
er_ or the hearer. 


In the field of philosophy alone, 
history is filled with the accounts 
of the dismal failure of men who 
enjoyed their academic freedom. 
They constructed their own elabo- 
rate systems of philosophy only to 
have the philesophers of succeed- 
ing generations knock their sys- 
tems down to build their own sys- 
tems of philosophy upon the’ ruins 
of those who preceded them. 


For untold centuries mankind 
has been engaging in. intellectual 
pursuits with all the academic 
freedom he could possibly desire. 


And where has it led him? The 
answer is quite obvious. 


Of course it is true that through 
the centuries there has been Aac- 
cumulated a great mass of facts 
which in many ways has made life 
easier and more comfortable. But 
mankind’s academic freedom has 
not led him in the slightest to an 
understanding and application of 
those facts for his moral and 
spiritual betterment and _  réal 
peace of mind! An immature and 
emotionally unstable generation 
still cries out for academic free- 
dom in order to find out truth. 
But truth has already come in the 
Person of Jesus Christ, and the 
self-styled intellectuals who are 
continually craving academic free- 
dom would do well to discover 
Him and let Him reveal to them 
what freedom really is. 


Academic freedom is to be com- 
mended in areas of research where 
ultimate truth as found in the re- 
vealed Word of God does not per- 
tain. But it is dangerous indeed 
for one, especially one who is a 
professing Christian, to tamper 
with the truth of God’s Word 
under the guise of academic free- 
dom, It is almost as though such 
a one were putting his own puny 
little mind up against the infinite 
mind of Almighty God and boast- 
ing that his owh intellectual prow- 
ess were greater than- His. We 
would do well to hear more of our 
moral and spiritual responsibilities 
to God and to the Word of God 
and to hear less of man’s pusilani- 
mous efforts to achieve academic 
freedom. 

Christians everywhere would do 
well to consider carefully before 
they place their dedicated funds 
into the hands of institutions of 
higher learning whose faculty 
members are always sounding out 
the cry for academic freedom, plac- 
ing it im contradistinction to the 
scriptural convictions of their fel- 
low faculty members or of the 
school as a whole.

done. It was the offering: the sin- 
offering, and the burnt-offering. 
The sin-offering always came first 
and then the burnt-offering fol- 
lowed, It was called the burnt- 
offering because the victim was 
entirely consumed—burnt up. 


And what have I to do with the 
sin-offering in this day? Nothing 
but to put my hand in God's and 
let Him lead me out to a “green 
hill far away,’ and see One hang- 
ing there who made Himself a 
perpetual sin-offering on my be- 
half. And, realizing that the glori- 
ous Lamb of God who redeemed 
my life from destruction in the 
first place can redeem it from the 
mistakes and the failure I have 
made of it since, what is there 
left for me to do, as I stand there 
“lost in wonder, love and praise,” 
but to cry, 


‘Where the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a tribute far too small; 

Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my life, my soul, my all!” 


And then, forgetting all but the 
face of the slain Lamb, make 
ready the altar for the burnt of- 
fering and, stretching myself up- 
on it, ask God to send the fire 
and consume it utterly. 


We have been told by a mis- 
sionary that among the devotees 
of Buddha a woman came forward 
in the line and threw a large 
amount of gold and silver into 
the chest. Then, leaving the line, 
she went to one side, and after 
muttering over the precepts of her 
faith she elbowed her way back 
and threw in her earrings and 
bracelets and anklets. And then 
again she came and threw in a 
shawl of the finest cashmere, and 
worth hundreds of dollars. And 
then once more she came, but the 
priest protested, and told her to 
go away and not to give any more, 
and she said, “I have nothing more 
to give but myself,” and with that 
she drew a poniard and stabbed 
herself with it, and fell dead over 
the other gifts. 


God does not ask of us a thing 
like this, but it is a spirit like 
this that not only makes us sing, 
but keeps us singing all the time 
with the song of the Lord in our 
hearts.

should not, and after the serv- 
ice that Thursday night I went 
to my room. 

There in my room I faced cer- 
tain facts and temptations as- 
sailed me. I had expected the 
offering that would be given me 
to go on a heavy printing bill. 
THE SWORD OF THE LorpD, the 
weekly evangelistic paper which 
my Heavenly Father helps me 
publish, has never quite paid ex- 
penses. The price of $1 a year 
will not pay all the postage, 
printing and wages of workers 
for such a high-grade weekly 
paper unless the circulation runs 
above 10,000 copies weekly reg- 
ularly. I had borrowed $450 at 
the urging of a good Christian 
lady, for six months. It was 
overdue, and I-must renew the 
note or pay it. Besides, I owed 
the printer $270 for printing 
THE SWORD OF THE LorpD after 
I had borrowed the $450. Then 
I owed $200 to another printer 
for tracts which I had been giv- 
ing away by thousands. At least 
$920 needed to be paid soon, 
and now I was told that for my 
ten days’ work it seemed there 
would be little pay. 


Satan taunted me with all 
the sacrifices I had made to car- 
ry on the burden of that soul- 
winning paper, putting into it 
thousands of dollars of money 
I could have used on my family. 
Satan reminded me that I had 
refused ever to set a price on 
my services, that I had no regu- 
lar salary, and that now this 
was the way it would turn out! 


With tears, that Thursday 
night I turned to prayer. I re- 
minded God of a covenant I 
had made with Him in 1926 that 
He was to look after my busi- 
ness and I would trust Him and 
look after His, “seeking first 
the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness,” and _. believing 
that what I needed He would 
supply.

Thank God the motto is true of 
many homes, but it is sad to say 
that if we were to deseribe the 
true spirit of many homes, we 
would be forced to write over 
the door, “No room for Christ!” 
He has been crowded out. 


1, There Is No Parental Authority 

The average child psychology 
book contends that the child 
should never be corrected; but God 
speaks differently in His Word. 
“Foolishness is bound in the heart 
of the child; but the rod of cor- 
rection shall drive it far from 
him” (Prov. 22:15). 

We've gotten a long, long way 
from the way God meant the 
children to be raised. Now I am 
no psychologist. My mother was 
one. She never had it in school 
either. I do not know where she 
learned hers, but she was a great 
psychologist. 

You know, they tell us today 
not to say “obey” to a child. 
They say there is a better wédrd 


—*“‘eooperate.”” Now my folks be- 
lieved in that, too. If I didn’t 
cooperate, they knew how to 


operate, and they didn’t take long 
to do it. 


I was speaking up in Toronto, 
Canada, one time. One of these 
young. mothers came to me. She 
said, “I want to tell you a story.” 
She was greatly amused. She said, 
“IT have a little boy. He’s six years 
old. A funny thing happened out 
in the yard playing. I got his 
lunch ready, had it nice and warm. 
Then I went out and called him 
and said, ‘Come in and eat your 
lunch.’ You know, he never paid 
a bit of attention to me. I had 
to heat the lunch over again. I 
warmed it the second time, and 
went out and called him again. 
I had to warm his lunch over 
three times before he ever came 
in to eat.” 

I said, “Sister, it does not take 
long to diagnose your case. You 
warmed the wrong thing. If you 
had warmed the right thing, it 
wouldn't have taken long for that 
boy and his lunch to get together.” 

God has set forth in His Word 
a plan and a pattern, and God has 
said that without authority in the 
home it cannot be the kind of 
home it ought to be. God made 
man the head of the home and 
God ordained authority there. 

“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell,””—Prov. 23:13, 14. God’s Word 
does not advocate brutality but 
it does contend for parental auth- 
ority and discipline. God promises 
to bless the efforts of a Christian 
mother and father in their efforts 
to rear their children in a godly 
sort of way. 


2. There Is No Parental Example 


We've seen some changes. We’ve 
seen some tremendous changes in 
the way American people live in 
their homes. I think there are two 
or three reasons for it. For one 
thing we've allowed the Hollywood 
crowd to set our standard and 
set our pattern for home life in 
this country. We've reached an 
age of moral decay. There are no 
two ways about it. The foundation 
of our home life in America has 
been largely destroyed. There has 
flowed out of Hollywood a stream 
of iniquity and sin that set the 
pattern for the American- home 
life that has almost destroyed the 
moral life of this country. Divorces 
on every hand have eaten the 
rate of marriages today. 

Now friends, God is interested 
in the way you live at home. 
Parents make a mistake when 
they attempt to send their chil-

That little four-or- 
five-year-old boy went over and 
climbed in his daddy’s lap, put 
his arms around his daddy’s neck, 
and said, “We don’t want to be 
a Christian, do we, Daddy?” His 
dad didn’t answer. He = said, 
“Daddy, we don’t want to be a 
Christian, do we, Daddy? We're 
not going to be a Christian, are 
we, Daddy?” 

He put his boy down, went up 
to bed, but he couldn’t sleep. The 
following Sunday night when 
I gave the invitation, I

day Super ‘ went out exploring. I 
was gone from home in revivals 
and the Princess was greatly wor- 
ried. A couple of hours passed 
and no Great Dane. Finally the 
phone rang. It was the police 
asking if we were the owners of a 
large, golden-brindle dog. Of 
course Cathy rushed to the police 
Station to claim Super. It seems 
that he had gone up to the tracks 
and had decided that he, like 
Edison, woyld make an electrical 
experiment.

Super was interested in every- 
thing and in everybody. It should 
not have surprised me that he 
loved water but it did.

One summer I was invited for 
a revival in Wisconsin. The church 
arranged for us to stay in a 
nice cabin on the lake. Cathy, the 
children and Super were with me, 
of course. All of us had a wonder- 
ful time playing in the water and 
the Lord gave a fine revival cam- 
paign in the high school gym- 
nasium. 

The very first time I plunged 
into the water to swim out to the 
raft, Super jumped in and came 
swimming right behind me. It was 
the first time he had ever been 
in swimming in his life but he took 
to water like a Ladies’ Aid takes 
to gossip. At first he only went 
swimming when I was in the 
water. But after a couple of days 
he almost lived in that lake. 

It was one of the most amazing 
things to see the big dog swim. 
He seemed to swim tirelessly and 
effortlessly. Just his head would 
be out of the water. And he swam 
so rapidly that he left a wake 
behind. He looked for all the world 
like a submarine going through 
the ocean with just the conning 
tower owt of the water! 

As I remember the lake was 
about a mile across and it was 
nothing at all unusual for Super 
to swim out so far that his head 
looked like a tiny black speck in 
the water.

One of them would be the song 
leader and would lead the singing 
with much vim and vigor and— 
especially—volume. Since they 
knew any* number of songs by 
heart it was no handicap that 
some of them had not yet learned 
to read. After the song service 
the preacher would receive a long- 
winded introduction before preach- 
ing his sermon. As a rule the 
sermon had two points—You'd bet- 
ter be saved or you'll go to Hell, 
and, You’d better not sass Mother 
or Daddy will give you a lickin’! 

It was something to ‘see the 
little chairs in a semicircle and 
—always—Super sitting some- 
where in the midst of the congre- 
gation. He loved it. He entered 
into every service with an en- 
thusiasm I have never one time 


seen in a Baptist deacon. He had 


an extremely loud bark and he 
was always glad to bark on que. 

Kaye was usually the song lead- 
er. “Now let all the mothers in 
the congregation sing,” and that 
was the que for Betty who was 
holding her doll. “Now the cow- 
boys,” or the soldiers or the men 
or the football players or all the 
men under forty and that was the 
que for Bill and Pete, of course. 

“Now let the fathers sing,” 
Kaye would call out pointing at 
Super. Of course this “father was 
actually a female dog who could 
never have babies but that was 
a minor detail. When the song 
leader called for the “fathers” 
to sing and pointed at Super, he 
responded with a window-shaking 
series of barks. As long as she 


| pointed at him, he was delighted 
to respond. 

The preacher, too, found in the 
big dog a very reponsive listener. 
When he made a point about not 
sassing Mother, he would point to 
the big dog and yell, “Say amen, 
Brother Super.” And _ Brother 
‘Super was always delighted to 
amen his entire approval! And 
when, at the close of the sermon, 
the preacher wanted some “little 
boy” to come forward and say 
he was sorry for sassing his moth- 
er, he could always count on hav- 
ing one convert. 

One day I came into the living 
room during a “church” service 
just in time to see the preacher 
serving communion to the con- 
gregation and I stopped that. The 
preacher had a saucer full of 
broken crackers and the big dog 
was eyeing it as hungrily as 
though it were a T-bone steak. 
“Brother Super,” the preacher was 
asking, “are you sure you have 
examined yourself and repented 
Mfor sassing your mother!” 

I gently interrupted and ex- 
plained that I felt it would please

Through these good years I have 
thought time and again of the 
little children and the big dog 
playing church. Of course they 
never seriously had any intention 
of winning anyone to Christ or 
of growing in grace spiritually or 
of worshiping the Lord.

They attend the services, have a 
song service and a sermon with- 
out having a serious goal in mind. 
They never actually expect any- 
one to be saved nor strengthened 
nor even helped at all in any 
real manner. I have heard, I sup- 
pose, dozens and dozens of ser- 
mons that never touched upon 
the need of anyone present. 


I have been in many a service 
where the entire thing was a 
sham, a fake. The congregation 
paid more attention to the length 
of the sermon than to its con- 
tent. A wordly choir admonishes 
the congregation to bring in the 
sheaves when it never goes to the 
harvest field. The soloist sings, 
“Bring Ye All the Tithes Into 
the Storehouse” but spends so 
much money on tobacco and 
movies he has nothing left for 
the Lord himself. 


Instead of Switzerland 


Some years ago Youth for 
Christ International had a big 
get-together in Beatenberg, Swit- 
zerland. Noel Lyons planned to go 
and asked if I would go with 
him. He told me he felt sure he 
could arrange for some business- 
men to pay my way and he would 
arrange speaking engagements 
for me in Europe. It was an at- 
tractive offer. I loved him and 
I would have enjoyed three weeks 
in Europe. But I did not accept 
the invitation. 


About the same time a commit- 
tee from a mining town in Penn- 
sylvania invited me there for a 
three-week union campaign. After 
all, I am an evangelist. There 
would be hundreds, I suppose, of 
sound evangelist in Europe at this 
particular time. On the other hand, 
the revival chairman felt the situ- 
ation was desperate in his city 
and urged me to accept the in- 
vitation. I did. 

When we went for the revival 
it turned out that the committee 
in charge of providing room and 
board had waited until too late 
to get hotel accommodations, and 
when I arrived with my family 
and song leader there was no place 
fer us to stay. Someone suggested 
a cabin twelve miles out in the 
country but it had no telephone, 
and even the fellow who went to 
take us out there got lost once or 
twice on the winding, country 
roads. 

The second day of the cam- 
paign I found a home for the 
Singer to stay in and told the 
committee I would find my own 
accommodations and for them not 
to worry about it. I went to the 
pastor of a small church and 
asked him if my family and I 
could sleep in the church basement 
and asked him not to say anything 
about it. Someone had given us 
some sheets but we had no pillows 
and no quilts or blankets. At night 
the children, my lovely wife and 
I spread those sheets on the con- 
crete basement floor and _ slept 
as best we could. Even though it 
was during the summer we were 
cold and we had backaches, side 
aches, front aches, toothaches and 
toe aches—but we did not say one 
word about it to anyone else and, 
incredible as it sounds, no one 
thought to ask where we were 
Staying. 

Then there came a night when 
the large choir was reduced to a 
dozen or so singers. The song 
leader, greatly upset, told me that 
the choir leader of the First Bap- 
tist Church had taken his choir 
out on a wiener roast. 

I do not know what you will 
think of this but that night in my 
message I deliberately mentioned 
the fact that the choir -could not 
sing the numbers it had rehearsed 
because the First Baptist Church 
choir was out on a wiener roast. 
In my characteristicly mild man- 
ner I suggested that any group 
of people who would sing about 
soul winning one night and then 
desert the revival the following 
night for a wiener roast was a 
bunch of half-wits or hyprocrites! 
I also suggested to their pastor, 
who was on the platform, that 
he fire the song leader between 
now and next Sunday morning! 

Of course the fat was in the 
fire. The next night the choir 
came back, in a body, but refused 
to come to the platform. They sat 
in-a group back In the congrega- 
tion. They sent word to the plat- 
form that they wanted me to 
apologize. I ignored them. After 
the service they remained and sent 
word they wanted to talk with me. 

I waited until everyone else had 
left the tent and then walked 


back to the angry group. They 
‘all began speaking at one time. 
Several deacons were in the group. 
Most of the group was absolutely 
furious. After a bit the group 
calmed down and, at my sug- 
gestion, appointed the choir leader 
as spokesman for the _ group. 
Among other .things he told me 
I was a bully and a coward and 
was jealous because I had nct been 
invited along! He ended up by 
saying the choir certainly had a 
right to have an evening’s vaca- 
tion without a jealous evangelist 
rebuking them from the pulpit. 


As I looked at their angry 
faces I could not help but think 
of the expense-paid trip to Swit- 
zerland I had passed up in order 
to come here where these people 
had allowed my lovely wife and 
children to sleep on a hard, cold 
concrete floor, had allowed them 
to live on raw vegetables and 
sandwiches, had left it up to me 
to do the preaching and the pray- 
ing and the crying and the visit- 
ing and the sacrificing. I thought 
of these things but I did not say 
them. Instead, I simply said, 


“It seems so strange to me that 
Lyou are so angry because I am 
honestly trying mty best to win 
your loved ones to Christ. After 
all, I have no unsaved loved ones 
in this place. You do. 

“You,” I said, pointing to one 
of the deacons, “have a sixteen- 
year-old boy who is breaking your 
heart. You have asked me to pray 
for him and to visit him and 
I have done both. You say you 
want to see him saved but you 
don’t want him _ saved badly 
enough to come and sing instead 
of going to a picnic. You are just 
playing at church. 

“And you,” pointing to one of 
the women, “have an _ unsaved 
husband. You say you are praying 
he will be won to Christ during 
this revival. But do you honestly 
think you will have a better 
chance of winning him if you help 
in the services or if you desert 
your post for a wiener roast! You 
are just playing at church. The 
services really don’t mean a thing 
to you. 

“You,” pointing to another, “say 
you are praying for your brother. 
But will your brother be inclined 
to think you sincere when you 
sing songs of soul winning and 
consecration one night and then 
desert your post to play games the 
next night?” 

I went on to remind them that 
they sang “Win Them One By 
One” but that they never tried 
to win anyone to Christ. They 
sang, “Have Thine Own Way, 
Lord” but they didn’t really mean 
it. They sang about sacrifice and 
dedication and holy purpose but 
it was just a form they were going 
through—they were just playing 
church. The dear Lord helped me 
to lay a burden. on their hearts 
and everyone of the entire group, 
with the exception of the song 
leader himself, came forward dur- 
ing the revival to rededicate their 
lives to Christ and God gave a 
wonderful campaign, with scores 
of outright conversions and many, 
many who rededicated their lives 
to Christ. 


Fighting the Air 

One of the great tragedies of 
our day is that so many of us 
just “play” church. We just go 
through the motions. We sing and 
preach and pray without ever 
actually having our hearts in it. 
It is just a ceremony, a ritual. 
Our pious prattle is no more like- 
ly to get someone saved than 
“Brother Super’s’” bark. 

I am afraid the Lord Jesus 
could say about many of us what 
He said about the hyprocrites so 
long ago, “This people draweth 
nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoureth me with their lips; 
but their heart is far from me” 
(Matt. 15:8). 

Probably the principal reason 
we win so few to Christ is that we 
simply play at church. Paul said, 
“I therefore so run, not as uncer- 


tainly; so fight I, not as one 
that beateth the air’ (I Cor. 
9:26). 


Paul ran for a _ purpose and 
fought for a purpose. He was not 
just, playing. 

Super was just a dog and my 
youngsters were just little chil- 
dren. They played at church be- 
cause they could do nothing else. 
But surely God has a right to 
expect that you and I serve Him 
earnestly and with all the sin- 
cerity of our hearts.

lems but the new evangelicalism 
has reason to be highly embar- 
rassed and to have an uneasy con- 
science of its own. In the first 
place, the new _ evangelicalism 
started this controversy. They 
were the first to attack the fun- 
damentalists; and if they are an- 
noyed by the answers they have 
received, they need blame no one 
else. Second, they have offered 
nothing substantial to replace 
what they thought was lacking in 
fundamentalism. 


Unfortunately, this whole new 
evangelical movement doesn’t 
know which way it is going. It is 
not the kind of a movement that 
can settle down toa positive posi- 
tion because of its heterogeneous 
composition. If it turns to the 
right it lands in fundamentalism! 
if it turns to the left it lands in 
liberalism, But it is certainly go- 
ing to do something, and if the 
past is any criterion it will turn 
mostly to the left. 

For those who will have their 
eyes opened there will be a refuge 
for their faith, for fundamental 
Christianity will stand just as firm 
as the Bible. For going through 
the crucible of testing and heart 
searching, the fundamentalist 
movement will be better, much 
better than it was before, and 
that this may happen to funda- 
mentalism should be our most 
earnest prayer.
